Washington, D.C. -- In response to a national need for 
individuals with policy-making expertise in gerontology, the 
Graduate School of Arts and Sciences at George Washington Univer¬ 
sity will soon offer a new interdisciplinary master's degree which 
is designed to provide graduate education for those who want to 
be involved in planning, developing, and evaluating programs 
which serve older citizens.

ON THE CAMPUS OF GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 

The historic Lenthall Houses, adjoining brick structures built about 
1800, will be moved from their current location at 19th and G Streets, 
N.W., Saturday, August 5,beginning at 6:30 a.m.* It will take a 
minimum of four hours to move the houses to a new site three blocks 
away on 21st Street. 

The move follows seven weeks of preparatory work, including bracing, 
cabling, and installation of steel beam support frame by the moving 
engineers, William B. Patram, Inc. 

Attached is a fact sheet on the Lenthall relocation and a campus map 
showing the route of the move.

ON THE CAMPUS OF GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 

CURRENT LOCATION: 612-614 19th Street, N.W. (between F and G Streets) 

NEW LOCATION: 606-610 21st Street, N.W. (between F and G Streets) 

DISTANCE: Approximately three city blocks 

STRUCTURES: Twin 1800-vintage brick houses built by John Lenthall, superintendent 
of construction of the U.S. Capitol, and listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. The row-style houses are considered to 
be representative of dwellings used by the working class in the early 
days of the city of Washington. 

DEiENSIONS: Two and one-half stories each, including attic. Total width of the 
houses, which are joined by a party wall, is 42 feet. Depth (front 
to rear) is 34 feet. The total weight is about 300 tons. 

RELOCATION METHOD: Dollie units, consisting of one set of front wheels of 22 
tires and two sets of rear wheels of eight tires each, 
pulled by Army surplus M-4 prime movers (tractors) 

COST: Over $250,000 

REASON FOR RELOCATION: The university campus plan provides for an office 

structure on a block containing three historic structures. 
After many fomal hearings, it was decided by the District 
Zoning Commission that it was preferable to relocate the 
two Lenthall Houses and retain the Ray House on its site. 

FUTURE USE: The houses, which are owned by the university, will continue to be 
used as single family residences.

MOVER: William B. Patram, Inc., of Richmond and Fairfax, Va., who has moved 
historic structures in Georgetown, Alexandria, Williamsburg, and 
Fredericksburg, Va. 

ARCHITECT: John Carl Wamecke 5 Associates, of Washington, D.C., who selected 
the relocation site and will perfom the architectural work for 
restoration of the houses at the new site. 

CONTRACTOR: Charles H, Tompkins Co., of Washington D.C., who constructed the new 
foundations and basements for the houses. 

CONSULTANT: A. Edwin Kendrew, F.A.I.A., fomer senior vice president of Colonial 

Williamsburg, who has advised the university on the historic preservation 
of the structures.
